President Wilson today through
Secretary Tfcmulty summoned the cab¬

inet in special iession to consider the

strike of bituminous coal miners

called for next Saturday. Director

General Hlnes of the railroad ad¬

ministration was asked to meet with

the cabinet to present .the situation
from the standpoint of the railroads.

Director Otnml Hines wa» warned
today in » lettv from the National
Wholesale Coal Asaoe&tibn that vl.tli"

the coal dealers did not question the

right of the railroad* to confiscate
coal mined for the dealers, they would

demand compensation for such action,

rot merely on the basis of the fuels'
value, but also on,the basis of damage '

to business and other factors affecting
the repulsion of the dealers.

Secretary Lansing Absent.
Secretary Lansing was confined to

His home with a cold and could noi

attend. All other .members of the

President's official family were pres¬
ent and Secretary Glass presided.
Secretary Tumulty was present to

convey the views of President Wil¬
son on the situation.
As they entered the White House

the cabinet officials declined to make
any forecast. Some members, how¬
ever, were said to -hold the belief
that stern action was necessary in
the face of the grave industrial sit¬
uation existing over the counti v.

"1 am for the fight," said one mem¬
ber of the cabinet.
While there, apparently, was no dis¬

position to criticise either the opera¬
tors or miners for the failure of the
negotiations conducted by Secretary
Wilson, officials who 'discussed th«
situation spoke of a "mass attack on
the government."

Doubt Issuing of Statement.
There seemed to be doubt whether

the cabinet would issue a statement
as to the government's attitude re¬

garding the coal strike. In White
House circles the thought was that
the government's position could best
be stated by President Wilson in a
formal statement to the public. Some
officials thought the cabinet would
recommend this course.

In the Senate Senator Thomas intro¬
duced a resolution calling upon the
executive branch of the government to
"vindicate the power and majesty of the
law" in the threatened strike. The reso¬
lution, which is to be called up Monday,
declares the strike would "provoke vio¬
lence. bloodshed and insurrection."
The resolution would pledge the "con¬

stant. continuous and unqualified sup-
j>ort" of Congress to "the national ad¬
ministration and all others in authority"
In meeting "the great emergency con¬
fronting us."

May Add Coal to List.
One phase of the situation which

most officials had in mind was that
of costs of coal to the public during
the threatened strike. It was said
that fair price committees working
with Attorney General Palmer to re¬
duce the cost of living probably would
add coal to the commodities on which
they have issued fair prices. Officials
said the Department of Justice would
not undertake to set a national price
for coal, because of the differences
between mining costs and freight
rates, but that the question would be
handled locally.
Just before the cabinet met, John L.

Lewis, president of the United Mine
Workers of America, sent word to
unions throughout the country that
work in the mines would stop next
Friday night.
Lewis said the strike would last

..until the government is able to in¬
duce the stubborn coal operators to
.leal humanely with the men who mine
the coal.
"And one man s guess is as good as

another's on that." he added.

Change in Opinion Predicted.
Before leaving for home members of

the miners' full scale, committee said
they realised now that public senti¬
ment was largely against the miners
but contended there would be a quick
«hango with the "first evidence ol
i.^-fiteering."

Lewis, in a formal statement, charged
Oat the operators did not want to
make a new wage agreement because
that "would deprive them of the chance
or raising prices."

Oh,
for a few days of real sanity,
when with composed nerves and
calm judgment, and without bit¬
terness of feeling, we could look
at our problems and meet
them with our traditional hope¬
fulness and confidence.

ENTIRE U. S. POWER1
TO BE USED IN WAR
ON ALL DISORDER
BY X. O. MESSENGER.

In the face of impending and threat¬
ened labor strikes of vast and sinister
proportions, the administration Is pre- I

pared to assume and exert a firm attt- I
tude toward any disturbances that may |
result therefrom. Disorder will be j
promptly put down and the entire 1

power of the federal government will
be utilized to maintain order and
check instantly any movement which
might seem to strike at the heart of
government or welfare of the mass
of the people.
Foreseeing «uch a crisis as now

threaten* to be precipitated, the cabi¬
net has for several weeks past con¬
sidered fro.n time to time the outlook
for the future and determined upon
a policy to b« pursued. In hifh offi¬
cial circlet there has keen disposition
to hold the threatened strikes as the
beginning of a mass attack on estab¬
lished government.

* 1

Basic Principles Agreed On.
Several fundamental principles have

been already agreed upon as the
policy to dictate the government's ac¬

tion. One of these is that the govern- I
ment will oppose any line of action I
taken by organizations of either capi¬
tal or labor which involves violation
of contract. Another controlling pol¬
icy will be to strike swiftly and vigor-!
ously against any apparently organ¬
ized outbreak of disorder; the govern¬
ment superseding the civil authority
immediately upon failure or indisposi-
tion of the civil officers to put down
disorder.
Another principle which fl:.ds sup¬

port in administration Quarters is the
suggestion that the crippling of the
sources of fuel and food supplies and
of the distribution thereof shall be re¬

garded Sis acts hostile to the mass of
the people and therefore inimical to
the government itself.

President Wilson, in closing his ap¬
peal to the coal miners last night. laid
down the dictum that it is incumbent
upon the "coal miners to continue oper¬
ation of the mines pending arbitration
of their grievances. In his address to
the railway men, August 25 last. Presi¬
dent Wilson said that "demands un¬

wisely made and passionately insisted
upon at this time menace the peace and
prosperity of the country as nothing
else could and thus contribute to bring
about the very result which such de¬
mands are intended to remedy."

Mr. Baker's Statement of Policy.
Today there became available for

the first time here the exact text of
Secretary of War Baker's announce¬

ment of the government's policy to¬
ward public disorder, delivered in a>
recent speech in Cleveland. The
words of Secretary Baker, apparently
carefully chosen, are taken to repre¬
sent the settled policy of the admin¬
istration.

"America never will exchange tho
solid foundations of civilization and
social order which our ancestors
gave us for any such fantastic (bol-
shevist) theories. And if there be
any doubt as to what the intention of
the government is. I can assure you
that the timid cain take heart.
"When the Omaha riot broke out

not long ago I sent a telegram to
every governor in Ajnerica telling

| him that if civil disorder broke out
I in his state, which, by reason of the
demobilization of the National Guard
he did not have the power to sup¬
press. he should communicate at once
with the department commander and
not go through the formality of com¬
municating with Washington; and I
sent a telegram to every department
commander telling him when the gov.

1 ernor of a state called upon him for
I assistance he should send troops at
once to assist him.

Aid of Army Promised.
| "We have an Army of tried soldiers
an<i true Americans. They have seen
the effect and the consequence of dis¬
order in the world until they have no
affection for it. and they are going to
see, as the administration in Wash¬
ington is determined they shall see,
that the processes of the federal gov¬
ernment shall go on unobstructed In
this country, and that if any civil
disorder breaks out which the gov¬
ernor is unable to control the federal
forces will assist him to the full
limit.

"It is important to add that the
Army of the United States is not a

partisan In any industrial dispute. It
is not taking sides in any of these
controversies. There Is only one con-
troversy in which it is taking sides.
"As between the people who want

order in America and the people who
are trying to create disorder in Amer-
ica. the Army is on the side of the
people who want order."

He and other officials said there
wasn't a doubt that similar action
would be taken by all of the 112 af¬
filiated unions.

Shut Out Trade Unions.
Mr. Johnston said there was In¬

creasing tendency on the part of
some employers to bind their workers
with individual contracts so as to
shut out trade unions. This was par-
ticulariy true he said, in the metal
trades, artd 'direct action" might be
resorted to if all other means of ad-
vancing the interests of the unions
railed.

It was made known that the propos-
ed anti-strike legislation would be
??e of the subjects to be discussed

the forthcoming conference here of
union labor chiefs.
In line with the call from Presl-

dent Gompers for financial support of
trie steel strike, Johnston anounced
that an assessment of $1 a week on
the entire membership of the ma-
chlnists' association as a "defense
fund" would be proposed next month.

No Sate for Meetings.
No date has been announced by

President Gompery for tbe meeting pt
the representatives from the 112 in¬
ternational labor unions affiliated
with the American Federation of La¬
bor. ordered by tbe executing fciirfdl
to be Kela In this city at an early
day.
The call for the conference will be

s*nt out at an early date.
Mr. Gompert .when asked what

would be the program of this confer¬
ence said that that matter would be
determined by the men who will be
called here to participate.
It-is probable, leaders of the na¬

tional labor movement say, that this
conference will bring about some
form of stability In the pending and
threatening labor troubles that have
caused the industrial unrest, and that
the conservative policy so long the
rule of President Gompers and his
executive cabinet will bring about I
some kind of solution of the pending
troubles.

May Seek General Co-Operation.
It is believed that the co-operation

of the four big railroad brotherhoods
and the farmers of the country as
well as the labor organizations of
Canada, probably will be sought in
furthering whatever program the
chiefs of the international labor or¬
ganizations of the country who are
to be called to Washington for a con¬
ference may determine upon.
President Samuel Gompers. in mak¬

ing the announcement that such a
conference is to be called, declined to
go into details regarding the coming
conference, the date of which has not
been indicated. He said that the sub¬
jects to be discussed would rest with
the union chiefs representing 112 in¬
ternational unions that will be repre-
sented in the conference.
Whether there was afty conneotion

between the proposed conference and
the notice given the rajlroad admin¬
istration by Timothy Shea of the fire¬
men's brotherhood, that the railroad
workers would fight for general in¬
creases in pay before the government
relinquished control of the roads was
not disclosed.

Not Affiliated WitH A. F. of L.
The brotherhoods are not affiliated

with the American Federation of La¬
bor. but there has been close co-op¬
eration between the organizations
Leading officials of the brotherhoods
recently have held frequent confer¬
ences here with officers of the fed-
eration and announcement was made
a day or two ago by the committee
conducting the steel strike that the
brotherhood chiefs had given their
consent to a strike of railroad work-
ers employed in and around steel
mills involved In the present con-
troversy in the steel industry.

ENDETH THE DAYLIGHT-SAVING.

GAS KILLS THREE
WHILE THEY SLEEP

ING HOUSE
Peter Yager, Wife and John

G. Carter Victims of
Supposed Accident.

Three persons were found dead in
bed in a rooming house at 311 Penn¬
sylvania avenue northwest about 11
o'clock this morning by John S. Gar¬
ner, an employe of the house. He
smelled illuminating gas and traced
it to its source, discovering the three
occupants of a room in 'the rear of
the house dead.
The dead are: Peter .Yager and

wife of Niobe, N. Y.. about fifty years
of age, and John G. Carter of Ben
BliBb,. ^.mining town In West Vir¬
ginia.
Coroner Nevitt, after viewing the

bodies, gave a verdict of accidental
death by illuminating g<^s.
Mrs. James X. Rice, wife of the pro¬

prietor of the rooming house, which
is known as "Rice's Hotel," said the
three persons registered for rooms

about 7 o'clock last night, taking din¬
ner at the lunchroom attached to the
rooming house, and afterward going
to the rooms of the hotel proprietor.
They retired about 10 o'clock.
About 10:30 o'clock this morning

Garner smelled illuminating gas, and
opening the room where Mr. and Mrs.
Yager and Carter, thought to be Mrs.
Yager's brother, slept last night,
found all three dead.
The coroner said they had been

dead several hours when discovered.
The Yagers were identified by call¬
ing cards found in the purse of" Jlrs.
Yager and by an automobile- driving
license issued to "Peter Yager, Niobe,
N. Y."
The theory of the police is that the

gas was accidentally turned on by
some inadvertent movement of one of
the trio and was not discovered until
members of the party had become too
nearly unconscious to turn it off.
From the appearance of the body

of Mr. Yager, he had risen from bed
in an attempt to turn the gas off,
but had fallen in a corner of the
room before reaching the jet. The
gas jet was so easily tufned that
even a slight pressure turned it on
full.
The bodies were removed u> the

HERE FOR KING AND QUEEN

The King and Queen of Belgium, with Prince Leopold and
ether members of the royal party, are due to arrive at the Union
station at 8:45 o'clock Monday evening.

There they will be met by the Vice President. The Marine
Band will play, and a large chorus grouped about the Columbus
statue will sing.

The entire party will proceed at once to the east front of the
Capitol, where at 9 p.m. they will witness a large outdoor pageant
arranged in honor of the royal visitors by the War Caifip Com-
munity Service.

Following the pageant the party, escorted by a troop of cavalry,
will drive around the Capitol and debouch into Pennsylvania ave¬
nue. It will move rapidly westward on the Avenue to the Treas¬
ury, thence up Executive avenue, past the White House, into H
street northwest, thence to 16th street. It will then move north¬
ward on 16th street direct to the residence of Breckinridge Long,
third assistant secretary of state, 2829 16th Street.

DESIGN ACCEPTED
FOR D1 STATUE

Arts Commission Approves
Memorial to City Employes

Who Died in War.
The Commission of Fine Arts has

approved the design of the memorial
to be erected in the main corridor of
the District building by employes of

the District government in honor of
their fellow v.-orkers who died in the

military service during the war.

The memorial will be called "The
Supreme Sacrifice" and will depict a

SolcRer dying on the field of battle. On

th» base of the statue will be in¬
scribed the names of the District em¬

ployes who died in the military serv¬

ice. The memorial will be five feet
six inches high and will be carved
from a solid block of Alabama marble.
Jerome Connor of this city is the
sculptor.
The original plan of the city em¬

ployes was to have a bronze tablet
placed in the wall of the building,
with the figure of "The Supreme Sac¬
rifice" imbedded on the tablet beside
the names. The Commission of Fine
Arts disapproved of this design, but
gave its indorsement to the proposal,
for a marble pedestal.
William F. Franklin, chairman of

the memorial committee, said today
the statue would be completed and
unveiled in about three months. The
other officers of the memorial com¬
mittee are Maj. J. R. Lusby, treas¬
urer, and J. C. Maddox, jr., secretary.
The men who died in the service

and whose names wilj be on the me¬
morial were: Maj. Joseph J. Kin-
youn, Maj. James E. Walker. Capt.
Oscar L. Housel, Privates Vincent B.
Costello, William J. Compher, Car-
rington Bailey. William T. Lusby,
Morgan B. Harvey, Harry H. Chinn,
William H. Rollins, Francis A. Ten-
nant and Joseph J. Murphy.
On the back of the statue the fol¬

lowing will be inscribed: "Two Dis¬
trict Commissioners and 489 employes
resigned their positions in the gov¬
ernment and served their country in
the armed forces of the United States
in the world war."

COMMITTEE VOTE
IS UNFAVORABLE TO
JOHN S. WILLIAMS

;

Republicans Oppose Renom-
ination as Controller of

Currency, 9 to 7.
By a strict party vote the Senate

banking and currency committee vot¬
ed today to' report unfavorably the
nomination of John Skelton Williams
to succeed himself a9 controller of
the currency, the republicans all
voting against Mr. "Williams' confir¬
mation and the democrats supporting
him. The entire membership of the
committee was recorded, nine repub¬
licans voting to reject the nomination
and seven democrats voting for it.
The nomination of Mr. Williams has

been pending since February 3. 1919,
when the President sent it to the
Senate as a reappointment. When the
last Congress adjourned Mr. Williams
was continued in office by Secretary
Glass of the Treasury without a re¬
cess appointment by the President, on
the theory that the controller holds
office until his successor is appointed
and confirmed by the Senate. As soon
as the Senate again assembled. In
May, th6 nomination was before the
Senate banking and currency commit¬
tee for action, and the vote today was
the final word of the committee with
regard to the controversy.

Controversy Long and Bitter.
The controversy over Mr. Williams'

nomination has been long and bitter.
His opponents have declared that he
was temperamentally unfit for the of¬
fice of controller; that he used his of¬
fice to vent his personal spite. During
the last Congress, while the democrats
were in power, hearings on Mr. Wil¬
liams' nomination were held at the
time, and former Senator Weeks of
Massachusetts appeared against Mr.
Williams, urging that his nomina¬
tion be rejected. Wade H. Cooper, a
local banker, also appeared In opposi-
.tion to Mr. Williams, declaring that
he had been discriminated against by
the ^controller of the currency. Final¬
ly, the Williams nomination was re¬
ported to the Sepate by the democratic
majority. But with the session about
to close the democrats could not force
a vote on It, and adjournment of Con¬
gress came with the nomination still
Unconfirmed.
After the republicans reorganised

the Senate and its committees in
Mfc?, the nomination of Mr. Williams
was placed beTore it. and Senator Mc¬
Lean, chairman of the committee, an¬
nounced there Would be hearings. The
hearings lasted days and weeks, and
every detail of the Riggs Bank case,
in which Mr. Williams was charged
with persecuting the bank, the case
of the Cooper banks and ether insti¬
tutions was gone into. Mr. Williams
replied on the stand at length to all
the charges'made againsc him and
brought counter charges.

Nomination Is Rejacted.
With the testimony finally all in

and printed, the committee met today
for the first time to pass upon the
nomination and after being in session
for less than an hour voted to reject
the nomination.
Chairman McLean said, after the

meeting, that he would report the!
nomination to the Senate Immediate*-
ly, and that he would seek to get ac¬
tion on the. nomination at the earliest
opportunity in the Senate. He inti¬
mated that he would seek an oppor¬
tunity next week. However, with the
peace treaty blocking all other mat¬
ters in the Senate, it does not appear
probable that it will be posuible to get
the nomination up for consideration,
The'democrats, at the instance of the
administration, are expected to put up
a long and hard fight to prevent the
rejection of the Williams nomination
and to block all attempts of the re¬
publicans to force a vote.

Han Continue Office.
As long as the Senate has not act¬

ually voted to reject the nomination,
Mr. Williams may continue to hold
office. That the republicans will
force a showdown on the nomina¬
tion, if they have to hold a continu¬
ous session lasting for many hours,
when the opportunity arrives, was
predicted today. This probably will
not be, however, until after the peace
treaty has been disposed of and. prob¬
ably. not until the regular session be¬
gins in December.
The republicans in the Senate are

expected to line up solidly with the
committee when it comes to a vote,
while the democrats may be expected,
with perhaps-one or two exceptions,
to support Mr. Williams' nomination.
Unless a vote on Mr. Williams' nom¬

ination is taken, and the vote pro¬
poses to reject him. Mr. Williams may
be continued in office by the Presi¬
dent until the close of the Wilson
administration on March 4,. 1921.
There has been talk of consideringthe nomination of Mr. Williams in

open executive session of the Senat-J,
so that the discussion might be pub-
lie. Chairman McLean said today
that he had no objection whatever to
considering the nomination in open
¦session of the Senate. He said, how-
ever, that it is customary to consider
all nominations in closed executive'
session.
